ENTRY 

• All LAA members whose dues are current may enter the exhibition. You may 
pay delinquent dues on receiving day. 

• Each member may submit up to four representational paintings or sculpture. 
Elected Artists are guaranteed acceptance of at least one entry. 

• Regarding graphics arts, hand-made prints are acceptable for submission into 
LAA shows. Photographs, off-set lithographs, and other prints made using 
xerographic, digital or photographic processes do not qualify. 

• All work must be for sale. NFS or POR work will not be accepted. Please hand 
deliver artwork and be sure your paintings are dry, well framed with screw eyes 
and wire ready for hanging. 

• If entries by one artist exceed a total of 80" horizontally, including frames, an 

entry may be declined due to limited space. Sculptures up to 100 pounds are 
welcome. Please see reverse 


• Decisions by the jury are final and a notice regarding acceptance will be mailed 
to you immediately. 

• Please bring one stamped, self-addressed envelope with your entry forms. 

• Exhibition tags are enclosed. Please complete these tags prior to arriving at LAA. 
By doing so, we can expedite your entry process. 

• LAA staff and volunteers will be happy to assist you on receiving day. 


FEES 

• Elected artists pay a total fee of $10, which covers all four entries. 

• Associate Artists pay $10 for the first entry and $7 for each additional entry. 

There is a maximum of four entries per artist. 

TERMS AND CONDITIONS 

• The artist agrees to commit accepted works for the duration of the 
exhibition. 

• Please collect your declined entries during gallery hours, Tues-Sat 10-5; Sun. 
1-5. DECLINED ENTRIES WILL NOT BE RETURNED AT RECEPTION 

• Any work not retrieved by the artist/agent will be deemed abandoned 
within 30 days of the closing of an exhibition and may be disposed of by the 
Lyme Art Association. 

• Submittal of all work and materials is at the artist's/submitter's sole risk. 
Lyme Art Association assumes no responsibility for loss or damage. 

• Checks for the purchase of art work, including sales tax (which the artist is 
responsible for reporting), will be made out directly to the artist. 

• At the LAA spring meeting, the members voted to increase donations 
resulting from sales of artwork to 35% of the sale price. The LAA 
appreciates this additional support to meet rising costs. 

• Asa not-for-profit organization, the Association provides the artists with an 
opportunity to exhibit but does not assume the role of agent or 
representative. 

• Of course, class work, work done under tutelage, and copies of other 
paintings are not acceptable for an exhibition. The LAA reserves the right to 
remove or not accept any art for any reason at any time. 

• Entry constitutes acceptance of these terms.
